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TRADITIONS 

"As  I  was  saying,"  explained  Miss  Tiianner,  "the  affairs  of  a  lifetime  can 
easily  be  crowded  into  two  or  three  seconds  of  subconscious  lethargy.  The  human 
mind  is  so  constituted  that—" 

My  weary  head  dropped  forward.  The  dulcet  voice  of  my  instructress  wan- 
dered on  and  on — and  so,  apparently,  did  I,  for  when  1  next  grew  conscious  of 
my  whereabouts  I  was  back  in  the  year  1885  standing  before  an  old  three-story 
building  on  the  corner  of  Fifth  street  and  Fourth  a\enue.

BASKETBALL  SUMMARY 

Playing  one  of  the  hardest  schedules  a  Tiger  basketball  team  ever  had,  the  1925-26  team 
won  20  out  of  29  games,  which  gave  them  a  triple  tie  with  Boone  and  Webster  Cit\'  for  second 
in  the  State  Tournament,  The  Tigers  were  led  by  Captain  Tangeman,  a  great  floor  guard, 
who  was  picked  on  the  All-State  Team  by  Jack  North.  Theron  Bo\'er,  plucky  little  center, 
was  given  a  berth  on  the  second  team,  because  in  nine  tournament  games  the  opposing  centers 
scored  but  one  field  basket  against  him.  This  is  a  remarkable  record.  The  third  All-State  man 
was  Paul  Cummins,  who  is  undoubtedl\'  the  greatest  forward  in  the  state.  He  is  known  the 
country  over  for  his  dead  basket  eye.  The  Tigers  scored  694  points  during  the  season,  and 
of  these,  Cummins,  sharp-shooting  Tiger  ace,  rang  up  406.  The  opposition  scored  491  points 
during  the  entire  year,  while  we  averaged  23  points  a  game,  to  our  opponents'   16.

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GIRLS'  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


Since  the  organization  of  the  Girls'  Physical  Education 
department  in  Washington  High  School,  the  aim  has  been  al- 
ways to  work  for  the  highest  individual  health. 

This  work  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Addie  Zika  and 
Miss  Virginia  Smith.  Although  Physical  Education  is  re- 
quired only  through  the  ninth  and  tenth  grades,  there  are  many 
girls  so  interested  in  the  athletic  societies  and  the  Point  System 
that  they  continue  in  their  physical  work  through  their  Junior 
and  Senior  N'ears. 

The    Point    System,    although    not    fully   developed,   was 
adopted  this  year  by  both  societies.     In  this  system  credits  are 
given  to  each  girl  as  she  reaches  certain  standards  in  posture, 
folk   dancing,   hiking,   some  track   and  field 
events,   sportsmanship,    games,    and   keeping  of   health    rules. 
The  underlj'ing  principle  of  the  Point  System  is  to  replace  the 
competiti\'e  contests  of  former  years  by  a  broad  program  which 
will  develop  each  girl  to  her  highest  point,  mentally,  ph\sicallv, 
and  socially. 

The  fall  work  of  this  department  consists  chiefly  of  tourna- 
ments in  volley  ball.  During  the  winter  months  corrective 
work,  folk  dancing,  and  games  are  emphasized,  while  baseball 
and  tennis  are  played  each  spring.  Monograms  are  awarded 
by  the  societies  to  girls  doing  excellent  work  in  any  line.

A  HARD  DAY  AT  WASHINGTON  HIGH 

The  student  arrives  at  8:14  A.  M.  and  with  unaccustomed  haste,  rushes  to 
his  locker.  Mr.  Turpin  is  in  the  hall  performing,  what  at  first  view,  might  be 
mistaken  for  calisthenics.  On  a  closer  glimpse,  however,  one  sees  that  his  vigorous 
gestures  are  intended  to  quicken  the  pace  of  the  late  arrivals.  As  each  of  these 
comes  into  view,  Mr.  Turpin  gives  the  gong  a  vicious  tug  as  a  warning  that 
"tempus"  is  "fugiting"  rapidly  and  that  the  zero  hour  is  fast  approaching. 

The  student,  having  reached  his  first  objective,  hurriedly  divests  himself  of 
his  overcoat,  grabs  a  book,  and  sprints  the  last  lap  of  his  journey.
